last night at Lake Forest University as

hands of the Filipino soldiers, causing 
as Mr. Barrett believed, the open in- 
surrection. 


j Frequently this speech and its pre- 
sumed efliects have been mentioned and 
the reading public has connected the 
name of Senator Hoar with it, and it 
is probable that Mr. Uarrett would not 
have used the law maker's name ou 
this occasion had he not been lacing au 
audience known to be largely hostile to 
the administration's policy in the Ori- 
ental islands. It further appeared from 
the ex-minister's speech tnat the gov- 
ernment has discovered privately tho 
stages by which the anti-expansion ad- 
dress reached Luzon. 
| There was much interest in the re- 
ception Mr. Barrett's 
speech would 


meet. At the close of the meeting he 
was cheered and the audience ot sev- 
e.ral thousand people waited in line to 
shake hands with him. .' 


I In the course of his address which 
was on the general subject of the Phil- 
ippines, the speaker said that it had 
been discovered that the government

fragments to Paris, where It was put 
together and forwarded tp Hong Kong.

COLOMBIAN REBELS ROUTED. 


Main Body of Iisurjlgrits Have Their 


Plans Entirely'Frustrated. 


Kingston, Ja., Jan. 11. Advices jugt 


received from Colombia reiterate the 
statement that the main body of the 
Colombian revolutionists after occu- 
pying: Bucharamanga on Jan. 6 and se- 
curing large quantities of stores, pro- 
ceeded toward Socorro. to which other 
bodies Were converging with a view 
ot forming a junction and delivering 
a concerted attack upon Bogota. 
In 


this attempt, according to the same 
advices, the Colombians expected the 
assistance" of a considerable body of 
Venezuelans, understood to be ad- 
vancing from the frontier by way of 
Cuyuta. On the other hand, the gov- 
ernment despatches reaffirm 
tho re- 


ports of a complete rout of the main 
body of the insurgents In two heavy 
battles near Bucharamanga and Cerrl- 
ta, entirely frustrating the insurgent 
plans. 


As against this advance and from 


yet another quarter it is declared that 
the government is completely disor- 
ganized and that 
the 
government 


troops are retreating toward Bogota, 
avoiding conflicts. In this connection 
It Is pointed out that the drafting of 
Antioquan troops into the capital is a 
significant indication of the govern- 
ment's position. , 


EDITOR TIRED OP NIGHT WORK.

As yet there is nothing to show the 


name of the vessel. Ten bodies have 
been located among the rocks and oth- 
ers can be seen floating about. 


Plans have been made for recovering 


these tomorrow, or as soon as the 
weather permits, and It may then be 
possible to get at the name of the 
steamer from pieces of boats wedged 
in the clefts of the rocks. 


The Roman Catholic priest of the 


district, while holding a service 
at 


Holyrood today, was given by a vil- 
lager a photograph which had been 
washed ashore, apparently from the 
wreck. 
This represents a 
seaman 


wearing a cap upon which are the let- 
ters."S. M. S. Falke." 


The priest was also told that the 


ship had slipped off the rocks Into deep 
water and had disappeared, except the 
top of one mast, and that a gurnsey 
wlth the letters S. 11. S. had also been 
picked up near the wreck. 


It appears that the ship's funnel was 


banded red, white and black with a 
white diamond. This funnel could not 
be that of the Falke, as she, being a 
North German Lloyd liner, would have 
a yellow funnel. It is also thought 
that the photograph might be one of a 
seaman on the Gorman warship Falke 
or one taken while its owner was on 
tho other Falke. 


The funnels most closely resembling 
that of the wreck are those of the 
American Petroleum Company, which 
are banded black, red. 
white 
and 


black, and the vessel certainly had a 
lot of petroleum on board, as the ocean 
is covered with it, causing hundreds 
of birds to perish. 


The Warren line ot Boston is known 


as the White Diamond line and al- 
though the funnels of its vessels are 
black, the wreck may have been a 
chartered steamer with a white dia- 
mond painted over the regular signal 
to show her as a Warren liner.

These choice spirits, 
Ignoring all sectarian distinctions, then 
far more regarded than today, walked 
and talked, lived and loved together, 
their young hearts fired with holy am- 
bitions, serving one Lord and calling 
no man Master! A blessed friendship, 
interrupted only by death, and now re- 
newed forever! 


How much this early experience of 


Christ-like catholicity conflrmed 
the 


native tendencies of the young minis- 
ter in his comprehensive affection for 
the whole body of Christ, who may tell? 


In earlier days, when the destructive 
schism which devastated New England 
churches invaded the place of his birth, 
he witnessed the sad exhibition of di- 
v ided households and rent society and 
the ruinous results, on either side, of 
dogmatic controversy.

WHAT THE SOLDIERS SAY. 


Letters From the Seat of War Paint 


Vivid Pictures of tne Op- 


erations. 


(Correspondence of Associated Press ) 


London, Jan. 6. Letters from 
the 


soldiers fighting against the Boeis are 
published in large numbers and in 
many cases are just as interesting as 
the accounts by trained war correspon- 
dents. A medical officer under Lord 
Methucn, describing the battle o£ Mod- 
der River, writes: 


"A lot of the North Lancashire men 


were horribly wounded. I turned over 
a sergeant, black in the face. dead. One 
man was brought to me who had been 
struck by a shell fragment—face muti- 
lated throat cut and chest lacerated 
Oh, God, the sight was sickening, blood 
everywhere. Very few of our men be- 
ing wounded who went out to aid the 
Highlanders. They had been lying 
all day under that frightful sun and 
their wounded were still there. No 
stretcher bearers could advance as they 
were all shot at. They shouted to me 
to crawl on the ground as, though most 
of the firing was over, there were still 
three or four Boers with express rifles 
and explosive bullets who were under 
cover and who kept picking off our 
men. Some men utterly collapsed and 
all I could do was to put a pad to their 
wounds and my whiskey flask to their 
lips. I then crawled back to my horse 
and made my way to some abmulances 
two miles distant to get their aid. I 
was under fire all the time. I felt a kind 
of solemn disregard, as I had been ex- 
posed to greater danger before." 
la a latter written to his father from 


Moor river, in November, an officer In 
the Queen's Royal West Surrey regi- 
ment says: 
"Against an enemy like the Boers 


Infantry is useless. The Boers have 
spies everywhere, and as they are wel 
mounted they can move away hours 
before our infantry can get within 
striking distance.

But It was his sensitiveness of spirit 
that made him also so rich In his sym- 
pathy. Instinctively he felt into the 
feelings in the lives of others. He had 
a peculiar power of entering into the 
sufferings of other men. H« felt with 
men in their sorrows, troubles, afflic- 
tions. No man ever went to him for 
sympathy and came away empty. If 
he could not in sincerity, and in truth 
give all that they asked, he gave them 
at least a love that was both healing 
and inspiring.

It is this sympathy qf Dr. Field's 
that was ono secret of his tremendous 
influence. 'Ke knew how to enter into 
the lives of others, to bear with their 
infirmities, to overlook s their weak- 
nesses, to cover their failings with the 
mantle of chanty. This community 
loved him because he sympathized with 
it in its struggle and aspirations after 
holiness. He was never' the reformer 
making his Inliuence felt only by his 
scathing denunciations. [His sympathy 
was too strong ever to present the 
truth in any way but iri the spirit of 
love so that while, like the Master, he 
could denounce the Pharisees in un- 
measured terms, like Hi|m. too. he al- 
ways ended his denutu iation of sinners, 
pleading in the accents]of tenderness 
and svuipathy.

The Ordnance Bureau of the Navy, 


under Admiral O'Neill, has begun the 
nvestigation of a new high explosive 
known as marsite, the discovery of a 
Mr. Hathaway of Wellsboro, Pa. Pre- 
iminary tests of the compound have 
been made under the direction oJ Com- 
mander Joseph Eaton of the navy, and 
good results have so far been obtained. 
AH "tbe great European powers are ex- 
perimenting with new high explosives 
with a view to securing a compound 
which combines great velocity with low 
pressure and safety. The ordnance ex- 
perts of the army have under consid- 
eration an explosive known as thorite, 
which is claimed to ba a nitrate com- 
pound, and now the navy has taken 
up marsite, which is also believed to be 
a nitrate compound. The Inventor of 
marsite has not yet disclosed the com- 
position of bis explosive, but he has 
demonstrated to Commander Baton 
that it Is one of the safest explosives 
in the world to handle. Commander 
Eaton recently witnessed an exhibition 
at Lowell, Mass., where the explosive 
was submitted to a number of un- 
heard-of tests. It looks like a dark 
clay and there was no little trepidation 
when the Inventor proceeded to pound 
it with a hammer to break it into 
small pieces. He demonstrated that it 
is impossible to produce an explosion 
with it by hard blows,' and a farther 
trial showed that It Would not explode 
when lighted. The flame caused it 
merely to sizzle for a second and the 
light went out To explode marsite It 
if! necessary to use simultaneously the 
combined forces ot percuaeion and con- 
cussion.

hundred dollars worth of black-cat 
(fisher), mink and fox skins. No otter 
have yet been brought the^e, which is 
not surprising since that animal Is not 
found on the outskirts of civilization, 
hut leads a shy existence on fish alone 
along the more northern watercourses. 


The price of fur this winter 13 good, 


black-cat and otter bringing as usual 
from $6 to $12. according to size and 
quality; mink and sable from $2 to $3, 
and foxes from $1.50 to ?2.50. Beaver 
are reported fairly plenty and really 
increasing in some sections, but of 
course may not be legallyj taken. 


The effect of the new law, compelling 


professional hunters and trappers to 
take out licenses, seems jto be having 
the desired effect of reducing the num- 
bers of such men. Mr. jDennen says 
that he knows of just two from Kineo 
who have set traps this year and they 
quit the first of the year when their 
license expired.

breath as of relief or escape from some 
imminent danger, he exclaimed: "By 
gosh! 
It's a mighty good thing for me

would 'a bit me, sure." Any-one fa- 
millarwith the peaceablcness of sheep 
will appreciate the humor of the sit- 
uation.

South Bluehlll people j who pasture 


large flocks of sheep on Long Island 
in Bluehill bay, have been for years an- 
noyed by sheep-stealers.j Every year 
many sheep are stolen from the island. 
Some fifteen years ago over ninety 
a^ieep were stolen in one iyear, one man 
losing forty-seven from 'a flock of five 
hundred. 
That was an exceptional 


cjase, but it la not unusual for the men 
owning! the flocks to find, at the an- 
nual round-up ,ln the spring, that some 
Vffenty-five In all have been stolen 
from the Island. The sheep are allowed 
to roam at will on the Island, and each 
owner has a private mark, much the 


cattle are branded on the west- 


ern plains. * 
I 


Unlike most ot the Islands on the 


Hancock county coast which are used 
for pasturage for sheen. Long Island 
la quite heavily wooded, and is a fa- 
vorite resort for deer. Tfhleh swim off 
from the mainland, not tar away. Dur- 
ing the hunting season; the island Is 
visited by many hunters, and owners 
ot the theep allege that some of these 
hunters shoot sheep just as quickly as 
they would a deer. They frequently 
find a sheep has been killed and dressed 
and occasionally will find one In a'flock 
wounded by a bullet or| buckshot This 
vandalism goes still further, and in 
some cases sheep have been ruthlessly 
slaughtered and left to jot where they 
fell.

They are still talking of the mistake 


made early in the week by the Lincoln 
county reporter in saying that the 
town o£ Whitefleld Is in such a condi- 
tion as to be declared insolvent. This, 
so Commissioner Matthews who hears 
trom all the assessors, as well as Secre- 
tary Plummer of the state assessors, at 
once informed the Kennebcc Journal, 
is not the true state of affairs. 


It is shown by the returns from the 


assessors of the town of Whitefleld at 
the office of the state assessors and em- 
bodied in their last report, that the 
town is valued at over $400,000 and has 
been increasing during the past three 
years. Furthermore the town debt is 
but $6,000 and the rate of taxation is 
only .0155.

It was thought at first that the cor- 


respondent must have had reference to 
the town of Somerville, which is in a 
bad condition but even then the figures 
given do not in the least correspond 
with those of Somcryille. 


Certain it is that Whitefleld is one of 


the most prosperous towns in the 
whole of Lincoln county. 


"What Is the total town and city 


debt of the state? asked the Journal 
of Secretary Plummer while talking 
of the Whitefield matter. 


"We have no manner of knowing 


that. The assessors are all asked, but 
some make no returns. Where there 
is no debt hey say nothing and where 
there Is they at all times omit it, so we 
never foot these columns in our report 
though we give the returns of debts so 
far as they are received." 
The report shows that on the aver- 


age the debt of the cities is larger ac- 
cording to the valuation than in the 
towns, but the total of all is not given.

LEGAL RIGHTS OF A HORSE. 


Starving Animals Rescued by a Hu- 


mane Society Cause a Lawsuit. 


For the first time in the history of 


the state of Colorado, the right of a 
horse as being entitled to 
sufficient 


food and proper shelter at his master's 
expense is to be tested before the 
courts, with the Humane society up- 
holding the horse's side of the case. 


The facts of the case are as follows: 


During the extremely cold weather 
and period of deep snows last January 
Agent Bailey received 
reports that 


there was a band of horses thirteen cr 
fourteen in number twelve miles up in 
the mountains from Wauneta, and 
that the animals were snowed in and 
starving to death. They had been 
turned out by their owner to shift for 
themselves during the winter. With a 
companion he made a trip on snow- 
shoes to the place, and, after consid- 
ablo difficulty, lound the animals. 
They were in the heavy timber. The 
snow, five or six feet on a level, they 
had packed down by tramping about, 
so that they were 
shut in by the 


white walls of snow several tcet high, 
forming a "yard" such as the elk make 
in the aspen thickets during the win- 
ter 
The poor beasts were terribly 


emaciated and in the last extremities 
of starvation. 
Agent Bailey and his companion re- 


turned to Wauneta and went back on 
suowshoes as soon as possible 
wi'-h 


hay for the all but famished animals. 
One or two died from the cold and pri- 
vation, in spite of the efforts 
of the 


two men. It was three weeks before 
a path could be beaten to the town and 
the horses able to travel. They wore 
then taken to Wanneta. and their own- 
ers, known from the brands on the 
horses, notified. 
Agent Bailey demanded from caoh 


owner pay for tne food taken to the 
horses and the necessary expense cl 
removing them from the mountains. 
This was refused by the owners, anil

Matters of General Interest to 


Involution in the Recovery of Gold- 


Profit Sharing and Pension Plans 
Donations and Bequests and Olhtr 
Matters. 


A revolution in the recovery of gold 


from river bottoms is expected by the 
San Francisco Call to follow the in- 
vention of a California miner. 
The 


problem was how to get the gold lying 
in the crevices and depressions of the 
bedrock under the channels of auri- 
ferous streams when the bedrock must 
remain submerged. In all gold-bear- 
ing streams the placer gold is natur- 
ally most concentrated on the bedrqpk 
itself. Of California's gold product of 
$1,300,000,000 about 51,000,000,000 
has 


been placer gold. 
Ther ichest finds 


of early days were ulwa>s at the bot- 
toms of bars and benches, where the 
stream had once deposited its gold and 
left it on finding a different and lower 
channel. The present channels were 
rich, and the greatest values lay, as 


rule, in the lowest pait where they 


were least accessible. 
Millions have 


been spent in getting at these geld re- 
serves by taking the stream out of its 
bed, where its bize made this possible, 
and in bmlriing wing dams around 
small aieas of river beds during low 
water, 
the 
enclosed 
space being 


pumped 
out 
and worked. Millions 


Iwue been recovered in this way, but 
only a small fraction of the beds of 
the present stream ha\e been worked. 
Only partial success has attended the 
use of dredges, as the bedrock was not 
disturbed. 
The latest plan involves 


a big floating plant provided with pow- 
er and machinery, the chief feature 
being a laige caisson, kept clear of 
water by air-pressure in the usual way, 
which can be rapidly sunk through a 
deep bed ot gravel to the bedrock. The 
pioccss, as it has been developed on 
th Mokelumme, is an economical suc- 
cess. !£ it remains a success under 
varying conditions, as it promises to 
do, millions of dollars' worth of Call- 


hemp as a new money crop. It has been 
demonstrated to 
their 
satisfaction 


that hemp can be grown with success 
in their soils, and they have seen in 
operation a new decorticating ma- 
chine, which quickly and cheaply 
puts the hemp Into merchantable 
shape. 
Accordingly, from 
2,000 to 


2,600 acres In the Brazos bottoms will 
be seeded to hemp next spring. 
In 


Texas two crops a year are secured. 
The first crop Is planted at the same 
time with cotton and is harvested in 
June. In June a second planting is 
made, this for seed and a coarser fibre. 
The first fibre is very fine as produced 
In the Brazos Valey, and at the same 
time the farmers are able to raise a 
second crop, grow their own seed, and 
more than pay the expenses of culti- 
vation with the fibre. "Hemp," one 
of the experimental planters says, 
"will yield more to the acre than cot- 
ton has during the past few years, and 
coats just about one-seventh of the 
cost of cotton to raise It. With cotton 
we have to be up and at it every day 
that it is growing. With hemp the 
ground can be cultivated before 
the 


plant is up, and that will be sufficient 
attention until it is ready for varvest 
in June."

Two Western institutions—a Board 


of Trade firm in Chicago and a hank 
in St. Louis—are to put in operation 
this year profit-sharing and pension 
plans on much the same lines, neither 
requiring any contribution from the 
employees, except that of faithful ser- 
vice. The bank's plan is to set aside 
annually fiom the earnings of the hank 
a sum not to exceed 10 per cent, of the 
amount left after providing lor losses 
and dividends. From, this will be 
ci eated a pension fund for the relief of 
aged, sick, or disabled employees who 
have been ia the service of the insti- 
tution for five years or more, and also 
a fund to be divided annually among 
the employees in proportion to their 
respective salaries. The arrangement 
by the Chicago1 firm is to place $5,000 
worth of the capital stock of the com- 
pany to the credit of the pension fund, 
the .dividends on this to be used to 
buy more stock until $15,000 worth has 
been secured, after which the profits 
will remain on deposit at interest with 
the firm. In this way it is believed a 
fund will hep rovided that will be large 
enough to furnish pensions for all re- 
tired employees. In addition to this 
a lump sum will be-paid to the family 
of any employee who dies. 
Aside 


from these pension and insurance pro- 
visions, there is to be a profit-sharing 
feature. 


In the opinion of E. S. Wright, war- 


den of the Pensylvania penitentiary at 
Riverside, manual training-schools In 
prisons are useless except for discip- 
line, and to occupy the otherwise idle 
time of the convicts. eH had contem- 
plated the establishment of a school of 
that character, but was dissuaded by 
the result of his investigations of such 
schools in some half-a-dozen penal in- 
stitutions. There is little incentive, he 
said, for men to learn how to do good 
work In fashioning miniature repre- 
sentations of articles, which are made 
only to be destroyed. 
In prison where 


goods are manufactured for sale aod 
the workman is paid for extra labor 
the result is different. In institutions 
conducted on this plan the convicts 
learn their trade and are able after 
they are discharged to earn an honest 
livelihood. 
Otherwise, 
when 
they 


leave the prison they are compelled to 
serve a lull apprenticeship before they 
become proficient in any trade.

PROF. J. S. SEWALL'S REMARKS. 


Prof. J. S. Sewall made some very 


touching and impressive remarks in 
which' he spoke eloquently of the re- 
markable mental qualities and the lov- 
able personal qualities of the deceased. 
He said that he first had the privilege 
of hearing and seeing Dr. Field in 1855, 
Dr. Field then being 
pastor of the 


church in Brewer, and he being a stu- 
dent at the Bangor [Theological semin- 
ary. Dr. Field went to Boston as pas- 
tor for a few years and returned to 
Bangor in 1863, to become pastor of the 
Central church, where he remained un- 
til 1892. 
His acquaintance with Dr. 


Field ripened and attained to the Inti- 
macies of friendship. Prof. Sewall said 
that he would speak for the Central 
church. He said they felt that they 
wanted to utter their words of love and 
reverence. 
Everybody speaks of Dr. 


Field as a genius and he was too large 
mentally to be pastor of 
our church 


alone. It was felt that he belonged to 
the community.

mourns him. and how 
many hearts

that he belonged to the Central church. 
It was for its members that he preached 
those remarkable sermons, those won- 
derful appeals for divine love.

He went 
from us with a smile upon his face, 
the gladness kindled we doubt not by 
the vision of Him he loved so well.

consideration. Christian charity. You 
may say that it was what you might 
expect. 
Yes, expect from him. Such 


a spirit was natural to him. He could 
not have done otherwise. But it only 
shows the beauty of his character, the 
rare excellence of his heart and life. 
It came from his boundless sympathy 
with men, a sympathy which was the 
outcome of a nature peculiarly sensi- 
tive to the relation of others to him- 
self, the presence of his friends, the 
atmosphere of 
his 
surroundings, a 


sensitive-ness whic-.lrcnabled him to en- 
ter completely into the conditions un- 
der which other men and women la- 
bored and worked. Only a man with 
a physical 
organization finely con- 


structed and sensitive to every out- 
ward change and impression in nature 
and in men could have shown such 
wonderful tact and delicacy of spirit 
in dealing with others. We feel today 
that he is gone from us and our hearts 
are filled with sadness and heavy with 
sorrow. That blessed face which has 
ever been a benediction to this church 
in the pulpit or in the pew we shall look 
upon in love no more. The weakness 
and infirmity of the body have released 
him. 
God needed him for a greater 


work and a larger service. And the 
infinite love of the Father which he 
delighted to dwell upon in life, which 
was his consolation in death, he now 
knows in the ineffable 
beauty and 


power. Most beautiful indeed was his 
dying utterance, when his mind 
re- 


turned to the thought that had been 
central in his preaching and 
teach- 


ing, "My only trust is in the infinite 
love of God for time and for eternity, 
for myself and for the universe." 


There have been many fore-tokens 


that the crown of life was soon to be 
his. 
All this fall Dr. Field seemed to 


me to have a peculiar vividness of the 
world beyond. 


This was seen in his last commu- 


nion prayer, in the last prayer he of- 
fered in the house of affliction. 
He 


had a vision of unseen things, a sense 
of its nearness, a witness to its hal- 
lowed friendships 
and 
associations, 


though always with him, yet such as 
he bad not shown, before. 


He is gone now into "that better 


world" that he loved so well to preach, 
to talk, to pray about. He has gone 
because he was ready to go. 


His mature character, his 
chaste 


soul, his gentle ways, his tender 
spirit, his unbound benevolence, 
his 


spiritual desires revealed the atmos- 
phere of heaven. All we can say to- 
day is that "he walked with God: and 
he was not: for God took him." 


We would not call him back if we 


could. 
God has a greater work for 


him to do. God has a large sphere 
for him to 
exercise that 
Intellect 


whose joy was even in the search for 
and setting forth of truth to reveal 
that spirit whose sweet and 
gentle 


ways must add even to the sweetness 
of heaven. 


It was expedient that he should go 


away that we might measure the true 
source of his influence, know the se- 
cret of his life and power. Of that In- 
fluence and that power In this com- 
munity he had little conception 
and 


small appreciation. He had no true 
sense of his worth, his influence or 
his life work. His spirit was ever 
clothed by the grace of humility. It 
was characteristic of him at the very 
last he should say, "I am infinitely dis- 
satisfied with my own life, but I trust 
in the Infinite mercy of God." And 
yet It Is by that subtle power ot in- 
fluence that he sways and holds the 
minds and hearts of this community.
